In a wreck between an ex tra freight 
and a "work train on the Big Four 
that occurred on the curve, two miles 
south of Henderson, at 6 : 55 Saturday 
evening, Taylor Keith, 25, of Westport, 
a bridge foreman on the Big Four, re­ 
ceived injuries from winch he died at 
U : 35 Sat urday night. 
The ex tra freight 
train was 
in 
charge of Conductor Peter Hamer. 
The train had orders to protect itself 
against a work train near Henderson 
ami according to the statem ent of the 
train crew was obeying orders at the 
tim e the wreck occurred. 
Engineer 
Barnwell said that he was running 
about twelve miles an hour, feeling 
his way so as to bo ready for the 
work train. 
When his 
train came 
down the grade, south of Henderson, 
he applied the air brakes and checked 
the 
speed of the engine. 
When the 
work train came round the enrve he 
threw on the air and reversed the en 
gine, but the air brakes failed to work 
properly and the train s’ speed was but 
slightlv retarded. 
The ehgine of the work train was 
running backward, draw ing the ca­ 
boose and its string of cars behind it. 
The train was in charge of Conduc­ 
tor Horace lvogg and the engine was 
in charge of Kngiueer Lagstetter. 
George Bogue. who lives but a short 
distance away from the poiut where 
the wreck occurred, saw 
the

trains approaching and realized that 
a wrsck was imm inent.

St. Petersburg, July 30.—A rumor 
is current that General TrepofT has 
been k illed. 
It cannot be confirmed 
but probably Is a revival of the false 
rumor current last week . 


St. Petersburg. July 
30.—No news 
of the formidable revolt at Poltava 
which was first predicted* in revolu­ 
tionary manifestos in southern Russia, 
reached the Russian public through 
the press today. 
Dispatches of the oc­ 
currence have been suppressed here 
and only scanty details are obtainable 
by the foreign press correspondents 
through the regular telegraphic chan­ 
nels. 
The revolutionists here, how- 
ever, who are almost as promptly and 
fully informed as the government, de­ 
clare the trouble to be far from over. 
An official dispatch gives credit to the 
statem ent that machine gun detach­ 
ments and Coesack s are being used to 
suppress the routine os battalion. 
Thf*re is tne same paucity of details 
regarding the outbreak at Shusha in 
the Caucasus. 
This outbreak, how­ 
ev er, is 
not 
due 
to 
rev olutionary 
causes, but to the immemorial hatred 
that* 
exists between Armenians and 
Tartars. 
The situation at Shusha had become 
so tense that the gov ernor div ided the 
quarters inhabited by the two races 
by a "dead line" which neither faction 
was permitted to cross. 
The Tartars 
v iolated the carder and commenced a 
battle. 
The garrison interfered when 
the combat became general and bom­ 
barded without partiality both ta mps 
with twenty-one guns 
The town is 
said to hav e been to a large extent de­ 
stroyed.

yachts coming in from 
the fishing 
banks capsized on Hereford inlet bar 
off here Sunday and eight persons 
lost their lives. 
There were thirty- 
two persons on one yacht, of whom 
seven were lost, and twelve on the 
other, all of whom but one were saved. 
That not more fell victim s to the 
rough sea was due to the heroism of 
Captain 
Henry 
S. 
Ludlam 
of 
the 
Hereford inlet life-saving station and 
a crew of five men. 
So far as known 
all the dead came from Philadelphia 
or vicinity. 
Anglesea is one of the favorite fish­ 
ing places along the southern New 
Jersey coast and has seldom had a 
busier Sunday than yesterday. 
Every 
excursion train from Philadelphia and 
other nearby points came down crowd­ 
ed with visitors, most of whom in­ 
tended spending the day fishing. 
The 
weather In the morning was ideal and 
all the fishing boats took out large 
crowds to the fishing banks. 
After 
noon, howrver, a brisk breeze sprung 
up and the captains of the amati craft 
hoisted sail and 
started for home 
Most of the fleet got in without mis­ 
hap, although some of them had con­ 
siderable 
difficulty 
in 
clearing 
the 
Hereford bar. 
The two that got into trouble were 
the sloop yacht Nora, which had on 
board Captain Herbert Shivers, his 
mate and thirty passengers, and the 
sloop Alvin B.. with a party of twelve. 
The Nora had gone to the fishing 
hanks at Five Fathom hank about ten 
miles out to sea 
early in the day 
When the wind began to freshen Cap­ 
tain Shivers decided it was time to 
make port, and with the assistance of 
a small gasoline engine and a good 
spread of canvas he made good time 
toward Anglesea. 
The sand obstruc­ 
tion is about a mile from shore. 
Just 
as he was about to go over it a heavy 
squall struck the Nora. 
Despite the 
efforts of the captain the craft heeled 
over and was hit by a

As many as Could tried to 
reach the keel, but it was a difficult 
matter, as there was an indescribable 
tangle of fishing nets, lines, baskets 
and sail. 
There was no time to help 
one another, as it was all that the 
struggling men could do to keep their 
heads above the water. 
One boy. 
however. Frederick Fisher, aged fit 
teen, who was found struggling near 
the lioat, was lifted upon the upturned 
keel by two men who had tight grips 
on the vessel. 
In the unequal fight 
against the elem ents the struggling 
men disappeared one by one until 
seven had gone to a watery grave.

As he 
came near he shouted encouragement 
to the men clinging to the Nora, and 
after some maneuvering managed to 
get close to the capsized vessel

was not a moment too soon. for as he 
came within a boat’s length of the 
Nora four men. weakened I rom ex 
haustion. let go their holds and began 
floating away. 
Captain Ludlam threw 
his boat around and the four hall- 
drowned men were drawn out of the 
water. 
Then at the risk of their own 
lives the rescuers went after tho other 
men and pulled them into their boat 
Shortly after the survivors of the 
Nora were brought ashore, another 
yacht, the Alvin B.. was seen to cap­ 
size about a mile above the place 
where the Nora went over 
There 
were several boats, in the vicinity at 
the tim e and all but one person was 
saved. 
Tne Alvin was owned by E L. 
Hallman, a lawyer of Pottsville, Pa 
He and a party of friends were on 
board at the time.
